Chicago had a chief of detectives 15 
>r It! years ago who compared in many 
respects with the best European talent. • 
He did some wdrk which for neatness 
and adroit application was equal to 
anything that Gaboriau invented. 
I 
have iu mind now a murder case in 
which he figured. 
Some unknown per­ 
son had shot a farmer living a few miles 
out of Chicago through the heart. 
The 
murder happened in the dead of night 
and the victim was decoyed out of the 
house to meet his death. 
A dull wit ted farmhand had been 
discharged by the dead man, and was 
then working in Chicago. 
This fellow 
was promptly placed under arrest. 
A 
pawn ticket for a revolver was found in 
his pocket. It was a cheap weapon, and 
very little significance was attached to 
the fact that the man should have own­ 
ed it and pawned it at that particular 
time. 
He gave a reasonable account of 
his movements on the night of the 
crime, aiul the murdered man’s wife 
was firm in her protestations that she 
had not seen him for weeks. 
During the inquest, however, the de­ 
tectives observed that the bullet which 
came out of the dead man’s heart was 
marked in a peculiar way. 
It had 
scratches on one side, as though there, 
were defects in the pistol from which it 
was fired. 
Examination of the revolver 
found m the pawnshop showed two 
spots of rust in the chamber near the 
muzzle. The detectives fired the weapon 
three times into a barrel of water, and 
tin4 bulls wire marked exactly like the 
bullet that killi d the farmer. 
A num­ 
ber of other pistols of the same make 
and caliber were obtained and subject­ 
ed to the same test, but none of the oth­ 
er bullets was marked 
in the same 
manner as thost'from the farmhand’s 
pistol. 
It appeared, therefore, that the 
latter weapon had been used in killing 
the man, but, while the detective skill 
that discovered this damaging fact was 
loudly extolled, shrewd 
lawyers got 
hold of tiie case for tin' defense and suc­ 
ceeded in getting the man acquitted.—

T hat money 
is best to him for w hich he w ill obtain 
the greatest qu antity of food, and the 
m aximu m of pu rchasing power will be 
fou nd in th at money which w ill freely 
circu late, not only in the cou ntry where 
lie lives, £ )u t also all over the world. 
The second fu nction of money is to serve 
as a standard of valu e. 
If a w orking­ 
man contracts today to w ork for a year 
at a given rate« f wages, to be paid him 
daily or w< "My du ring the year, it is of 
the first im portance to him that the 
money w hich he is to receive for his la*4 
day’s work -hall have as m u ch pu rchas­ 
ing power as the money w hich lie is to 
receive for t( day’s work. 
The fou rth proposition is th a t you can 
no more have two diff erent standards of 
valu e in one cou ntry at one tim e than 
you can have two differ« nt standards of 
w eight or two standards of measu re. If 
any man goes into the m arket, the law 
being that a yard shall be either 2 or 3 
feet in length', and bu ys carpets by the 
yard at a fixed price, there will be de­ 
livered to him carpets measu red in yards 
of 2 feet in length. If he goes to the ale­ 
hou se to bu y a pot of b"rT, the standard 
of capacity u nder the law being either a 
pint or a qu art, and he bu ys by th at 
standard of m easu re at a fixed price, he 
will have delivered to him a pint. 
In 
the same w ay if tin* standard of valu e of 
money be either g« >ld coins or silver 
coins w orth intrinsically only half of 
their nom inal valu e, and not convertible 
at par into gold coins, the payment w ill 
be m ade in the money of least valu e. ■ 
T hat is a principle <>f hu man natu re 
w hich it is u tterly impossible to get 
away from. 
It is the teaching of history th at 
w herever tin* attem pt has been m ade to j 
circu late side by side coins of fu ll valu e 
and coins of less than fu ll valu e the coin 
of fu ll valu e is hoarded or exported and 
the coin «»f less than fu ll valu e becomes 
the only coin in circu lation. 
The fifth proposition is that of the 
two fu nctions of money. Its fu nction as , 
a standard of valu e is in modern tim es 
of more im portance than its fu nction as 
a m ediu m of exchange, for the standard 
of valu e enters into every transaction, 
present or fu tu re, and is of great im ­ 
portance also as effecting the ow ner’s 
valu ation of every possible description 
of property, w hile nearly all transac­ 
tions of exchange can be, and in point j 
of fact are, m ade by representative form J 
of money, su ch as notes, checks, bank 
credits and clearing hou se credits. 
Free coinage means, u sing the figu res 
offered w hen the average m arket price 
qu oted at the m int was 0? cents, that 
anybody cou lil take 07 cents w orth of 
silver to the m int and obtain therefore 
the money of the U nited States to the 
am ou nt of $1.29 , thereby m aking on 
each ou nce of silver a profit of 02 
cents. 
The whole agitation is inspired by 
gentlem en who are the owners of silver 
bu llion w orth 5 1l .> cents in the dollar, 
w hich they propose to sell to the g'W- 
erm nent of the United States for dou ble 
its mar ke t valu e. 
Has not the govern­ 
m ent done enou gh at you r expense La­ 
the owners of silver, and is there any

be better treated than the owner of iron 
or of farm produ cts?

gold standard asks no more for gold, for 
the valu e that gold has is its valu e in 
the markets of the world, while the 
valu e which the silver dollar t« day has 
is the valu e which the government of 
the United States gives to it U cau se the 
honor and credit of the United States 
are pledged to the maintenance of its 
parity with gold. 
The most important qu estion before 


w ith gold, as it was before 18 73, be­ 
cau se this wou ld make twice as m u ch 
m oney as if gold alone or silver alone 
w ere coined in fu ll legal tender dollars. ” 
Since nobody proposes to take away the 
legal tender qu ality of the 422,000,000 
silver dollars already coined this does 
not apply to existing conditions and is 
therefore no reason for the sou th favor­ 
ing free silver. Besides, the im plication 
th at free coinage w ou ld make twice as 
m u ch money as we have u nder the gold 
Spmdard sim ply is not tru e. 
If Su iator 
B u tler and his 10 to 1 friends had had 
their way, the cou ntry w ou ld at once 
drop t-o a silver basis. 
This wou ld im- 
m cdiately drive ou t of circu lation ou r 
$025 ,000,000 in gold, leaving u s w ith 
less than half of the money we have 
po\v, 
How wou ld th at help the people 
in the sou th who say they w ant more 
money? Perhaps Senator B u tler realizes 
th at silver m onom etallism , w hich wou ld 
inevitably Ix* the resu lt of his free silver 
scheme, wou ld decrease ou r stock of m on­ 
ey instead of increasing it. 
So he goes 
on to explain th a t “ if the free coinage 
of both m etals (m eaning the forced coin­ 
age of silver at 
a ratio so far above its 
bu llion valu e that no gold wou ld be 
coined) shou ld not m ake enou gh money, 
tln'ii the sou th w ants m ere legal tender 
dollars made of som ething else fu rnish ­ 
ed by the government, ” It is a pity th at 
i he does not explain w hat the “ som ething 
« 'Iso ” is to be. Wou ld it bo nickel, cop­ 
per, tin, iron, lead or real Popu list 
brass? How m u ch 
“ som ething else” 
wou ld be coined, and at what ratio w ith 
pig silver? And how w ou ld the govern 
nn nt know when the sou th, or the cheap 
money section 
of

“ enou gh” money? W ou ld it bo $50, 
$500 or $5,000 per capita?

finance is a sample of the rest of Senator 
B u tler’s claim th a t the farm ers of the 
sou th w ant 50 cent dollars for their cot­ 
ton and corn, and th a t the sou thern 
w orkingm en w ant to be paid their wages 
in dollars w hich w ill bu y only half as 
m u ch as those they get now.

vate integrity. 
If the present flood of 
debased silvt r coin i- to be dou bled by 
foreign importation of the same sort 
somebody is going to be swindled. 
The Philadelphia Telegraph says: “ The 
silliness of the whole bu siness is fu rther 
shown by the fact that in t ten men in 
N orth Carolina ever heard ef a Ja p a ­ 
nese yen, and very few more of them 
ever saw or are ever likely to s« v a Mex­ 
ican silver dollar. 


be mcytiQiied that on one estate alone 
upward of £ 15,000 have been expended 
by the owner, w ith the view of clearing 
his land of the pest. 
In the 1? years ending with 189 3 
nearly 6 8,000,000 rabbit skins, valued 
at £ 402,000, were exported from Vic­ 
toria, without counting the large quan­ 
tities used by hat manufacturers in the 
colony, one establishment alone using 
374,400 every year. Y’et, notwithstand­ 
ing all this slaughter, the present in­ 
fested area throughout the colony is es­ 
timated by the chief inspector at no less 
than 87 ,7 50,000 acres. 
Adding to the 
direct expenditure the depreciations of 
the grazing values of the land, the loss 
to the colonies concerned amount to 
m illions of pounds sterling. 
The final ou tcome of royal com m is­ 
sions, of international conferences and 
of the testing of every practical m ethod 
of exterm ination, is that the most effec­ 
tu al m ethod of dealing w ith the evil is 
fou nd to be the constru ction of rabbit 
proof netting, by means of w hich the 
anim als can be kept from areas not yet 
infested, can be shu t off from food su p­ 
plies, and can be more effectu ally dealt 
w ith locally. 
The length of some of these fences is 
enormou s. There is one starting a t Bar- 
ringu n, on the Qu eensland border, and 
follow ing the m ain tru nk line 
from 
B< airke to Corow a, a distance of 4Ui 
miles, and flier« ' is another along tho 
entire w estern bou ndary of New Sou th 
Wales, a distance of 340 miles. 
The 
Qu eensland government, too, has erect­ 
ed a sim ilar fence along a considerable 
portion of the northern* bou ndary of 
New Sou th W ales, bu t the su rveyor 
general of Qu eensland, in the report al­ 
ready referred to, says that “ tho rabbits 
m u st have come throu gh the fence in 
mobs and droves of innu m erable m u lti­ 
tu d es at some tim e,” and thu s have es­ 
tablished them selves in Qu eensland as 
well. 
This, of cou rse, is the weak point in 
regard to fences, w hich are liable to 
break down in places, more especially 
in times « f flood and where they cross 
over creeks, w hile the keeping of con­ 
stant su pervision over the fences, so that 
im m ediate repairs can be done where 
openings appear, is qu ite im practicable 
where the distances are so great. 
In 
m any instances cou ntless thou sands of 
rabbits have been seen on one side of a 
fence dead or dying of starvation after 
eating all the available food su pplies 
and leaping u p at the fence in their a t­ 
tem pts to su rm ou nt it. One can im agine 
how they w ou ld ru sh thr<iu gh in the 
event of any opening appearing and 
how a single break in the fence m ight 
be the doom of a cou ntry not previou s­ 
ly infested. 
* There have been many projects for the 
commercial u tilization of the anim als by 
sending them over hen? in order to con­ 
tribu te both t<? ou r food su pplies and to 
the cost ef th« 'ir own destru ction, bu t 
hitherto the enterprise has not been very 
profitable, w hile some of the most com­ 
petent au thorities in tho colonies think 
that if it shou ld be follow « ! u p the re­ 
su lt may be to conserve the rabbits in­ 
stead of gi tting rid of them. 
On the 
other hand, too, the shipping of some 
hu ndreds of thou sands, or even a m il 
lion or two, of rabbits t«> G reat B ritain 
every year wou ld not bo likely to make 
any appreciable difference on the nu m ­ 
bers left behind to constitu te w hat it is 
feared mu st oe regarded as a pest now al- 
! together ineradicable.— London Times.

Fo r 40 co nsecutive days in the mo nths 
o f J uly ami August the mercury has been 
kno wn to stand abo ve 100 degrees in the 
sha» l**, night and day, und to run up as 
high as 130 degrees in the afterno o n. 
At Bahrein, in the center <>f the mo st 
to rrid part o f this mo st to rrid belt, as 
tho ugh it wen* nature’s intentio n to 
make tin* pla<*» ' as unbearable as po ssi­ 
ble, water fro m wells is so mething un­ 
kno wn. 
Gr» *at shafts have li»-«*n sunk t<> 
a depth o f 100, 200, 300, and even 500 
feet, but always with tin* same result— 


ikj water. 
This serio us drawback no twithstand­ 
ing, a co mparatively numero us po pula­ 
tio n co ntrives to live th Te, thanks to 
co pio us springs which burst fro m the 
bo tto m o f the gulf mo re than a mile 
fro m th» * sho re. 
The water fro m these 
springs is o btained in a mo st curio us and 
no vel manner. 
Macliado res (divers), 
who se so le o ccupatio n is that o f furnish­ 
ing the peo ple o f Bahrein with the lift* 
giving fluid, repair to that po rtio n o f 
the gulf where* the springs are situated 
and bring away with them hundr« ds o f 
bags full o f tin* water each day. 
The 
water o f the gulf who re th» * springs 
burst fo rth is nearly 200 feet deep, but 
tho se maehado res manage to till their 
go atskin sacks by diving to the bo tto m 
and ho lding the mo uths o f the bags o ver 
fo untain j< ts— this, to o , witho ut allo w ­ 
ing the salt water o f the gulf to mix 
w ith it. 
The so ure« * o f these submarine 
fo untains is tin night to b*' in the hills 
o f Osmo nd, 400 o r 500 miles away. B» *- 
ing situated at the bo tto m o f the gulf, 
it is a mystery ho w tb« *y wo re ever dis- 
co vere» !, but the fact remains that they 
have been kno wn sine» * tin* dawn o f his­ 
to ry.— Public o pinio n.
